Three Big Volcanoes in 


Hawaii Threaten to Leap 
into Action 


Hilo, Island of Hawaii —OP)— Sus- 


pense and excitement gripped the 
populace of western Hawaiil today 
after residents had been frightened 
away from their homes by a violent 
earthquake' which was believed to 
be the forerunner of eruptions from 
the three big volcanoes nearby 


The most violent quake of a series 


of about 150 temblors that bad kept 
the western half of the island aqulver 
\or more" than 24 hours came shortly 
after 6 o'clock last night. Walls 
and buildings • in various parts of 
the -quaking 'area fell and residents 
rushed from their homes. 


So violent was the quake that the 


seismograph at JCealakekua was 
ruined. It was the most severe 
shaking 'the island has received, with- 
in the memory of its oldest residents. 


Dr. Thomas A. . Jaggar, govern 


ment" volcanologist, a few hours be- 
fore the 'most violent shock 'was felt 
asserted the frequent quakes port- 
ended an eruption of one or more of 
the th'ree large volcanoes on the 
western half of Hawaii. He Declared 
that all three. Kileuea, Manualoa and 
Hulalai, might erupt simultaneously,

Tokio —M")— Japan's most sensa 


sational political scandal in a decad< 
was climaxed this afternoon by tn< 
indictment and imprisonment of Hei 
kichi Ogawa, minister of railway 
in the late Tanaka cabinet, who was 
examined at the public procurator's 
office in connection with 
variou: 


charges of bribery. 


The offenses were alleged to have 


taken place when numerous grants 
of private railway building permits 
were made and also when the gov- 
ernment purchased several prjvat 
lines shortly before the downfall o 
the Tanaka ministry. 


The diet probably will be dissolv- 


ed in December necessitating a gen 
eral ^lection in January. The Sei 
yukai, or conservative party, thu 
far had been felt to have a good 
chance to retain its present major 
ity in the house of representatives 
but a definite government victory 
now is thought to be likely as an 
outgrowth of the scandal. 
"Political gossip declares that Oga 
wa was ambitious to succeed Tan 
aka as president of the Selyukai 
The early retirement of former Pre- 
mier Tanaka from public life is ex

Since the change of ministries in 


July the Hamaguchi regime has un- 
covered several scandals resulting In 
the imprisonment of 
many sub- 


ordinates of the Tanaka ministry 
but Ogawa is the first former cabinet 
member to be arrested. Eight per- 
sons, including railway promoters, 
are charged with bribe giving. 


Ogawa is the most highly placed 


person to be involved in a criminal 
case within a generation and, be- 
cause he is a holder of the first class 
order of the sacred treasure and 
also high in the court banlr, it was 
necessarj for the minister of justice 
to_go to the palace to obtain the 
emperor's sanction for Judicial pro- 
ceedings. 


The scandal^ has dealt a stunning 


blow to the Selyukai party in which 
Ogawa was second only to Tanaka 
during whose 
ministry*he 
was

He was shot 
seven times, three bullets penetrat- 
ing the abdomen. The condition of 
the other wounded officer, Stewart 
McCutceon, also was serious. 


Moses Jackson, known to other

Conflict within the cult Itself devel- 


oped a year ago when Claude Greene, 
"grand vizier," wds slain. "Proph»t 
Noble" Drew "All," head of the cult, 
was arrested In 
connection with 


Greene's death 
but was released. 


He died a month ago, and stories cir- 
culated in tho Negro section arc that 
ils death was the result of a beating 
administered by Greene's followers. 


Yesterday a police raid was made 


to rescue a Negro who had been 
kidnaped by cult members. Shooting 
started when the cult , members re- 
fused police permission to enter the 
'temple."

So far as our present 
scientific 


knowledge goes we are warranted in 
assuming only that an individual 
may develop a fair degree of immun- 
ity against'pneumonia, when all the' 
conditions are favorable. -W^ do not 
know, and wo have no scIentlCic rea- 
son to assume, that tho individual 
is likely to lose any part of the im- 
munity he has acquired, if he wears 
improper or insufficient clothing 'or 
gets .improper or insufficient, food. 
Ideally it would be fine if we could 
hold over the layman's head the 
threat that, if he stays out too late 
nights or otherwise falls to obey,the 
laws of hygiene he Is more likely to 
get pneumonia or something. Hon- 
estly wo can't say that, for exper- 
ience does not bear .out the idea. Dr. 
Gorges concluded, and his great .vic- 
tories over pneumonia among labor- 
ers on the Panama canal and later 
on tho Rand; South'-Africa, indicate 
that lio was right, that crowding 
was. the Important cause', of pneumo- 
nia.

Recent Valuations Were 
Too High

Review and Outlook—In March, 192S. 
John J. Raskob then chairman of the 
General Motors corporation, announc- 
ed a new theory of market values. 
It was that a stock is entitled to 
sell at fifteen times its earnings 
per share. This developed a ne«v 
school of thought in Wall Street and 
was the base of the pyramid of 
stock valuations subsequently erect- 
ed. 


Others have gone much further 


than Mr. Kaskob's optimism of a 
year and a half ago permitted him 
to go. They have anticipated the 
future on a scale never before ex- 
perienced in AVall Stret. 


Except for the railroad 
shares 


there have been few prominent "equi- 
ties" in the later stages of the bull 
market that have not sold at a 
much higher ratio than Mr. Raskob's 
original modest figure. The public 
utilities have been distinctive in this 
respect. Not infrequently .they have 
commanded prices that were 
the 


equivalent of from 25 times to 50 
times earnings per share. 


RATIO EVEN EXCEEDED 


In several cases this ratio has 


been exceeded in the power and 
light stocks and in those of some 
of the industrials. 


Probably the most 
extravagant 


valuations in proportion to earnings 
present or future, are those that 
have been placed on the shares of 
investment trusts and trading cor- 
porations. 
It is understood 
that 


there have been instances where on«> 
investment trust bought the stock 
of another similar corporation on 
the basis of from 100 to 200 Jimes 
earnings. 
These were exceptional 


situations but they represent the ex- 
treme of recklessness In purchasing 
these securities that happened to be 
the fad of the day.

the speculative stage are what have 
been termed, in this new era of lln- 
ance, the- "blue chip" issues. They 
include mainly the common stocks of 
some of the largest and strongest

The in- 
consistency of the, matter Is appar- 
ent when we consider that the gov- 
ernment, knowing the general In- 
competenacy of the Indians find, it 
necessary to treat them as wards and 
to confine thena to a mere dot of 
land where they can be controlled 
and to some extent sustained. 
In 


other words, they are mere children, 
incapable of deciding for themselves 
even such simple matters as confront 
the humblest wage earner. 


And yet, with a full knowledge of 


their shortcomings and lack.of ability 
t-y use their God-given brains safely, 
the government now decides to leave 
in their hands the matter of sur- 
rendering their beautiful river, an 
asset second in importance only to 
their timber, to the greedy power in- 
terests. It is easy to recognize the 
power behind the throne—and the 
man who, once this act is consum- 
mated, wilf no longer be welcome 
within the confines of the red man's 
home. 


INDIANS ABE MISLED 


Oh yes; the Indians are misled Into 


believing that great revenue will re- 
sult for. them from the power de- 
veloped by the dams. But will it? 
Mrs. Hooper, of Oshkosh I believe, 
made the statement that this "great 
revenue!' will amount to no more 
than thirty five dollars-per year for 
each Indian. Hardly commensurate, 
is it, with the irreparable loss.they 
will sustain otherwise?. Once th'- - 
dams are built, there will be no pos- 
sible recovery from the slaughter—- 
the unsightly piles of concrete will 


be there for all time, and the beau- 
tiful, rainbow-tinted falls and rush- 
ing, white rapids of the Wolf, known 
from coast to coast and visited by 
peoj.13 from every state, will degen- 
erate into stagnant backwater as has 
the once famous Peshtigo due to the 
ejme cause.

James 


Oliver Curwood, who passed to the 
great beyond, as did Will Dilg. be- 
fore accomplishing one halt, of the 
good of a great mind, offered a solu- 
tion to the rotten problem—but he 
was not considering Wisconsin when 
he penned the lines. He said, "only 
the People, with their power of bal- 
lot, 
can put their 
lakes. 
their 


streams, and what wild life and for- 
ests they have left Into hands cap- 
able of caring for them—perpetuat- 
ing them and increasing them.".- 


Two years ago, at the soiiciUitiou 


of its editor, I wrote for Outdoor 
America, the official magazine of 
the Izaak Waltons. a story of Me- 
nominee reservation affairs and the 
proposed damming of the Wolf, riv- 
er which flows through it Let me 
quote here a paragraph from that 
article. It reads as follows: ''I-et no 
one be lulled into thinking that pos- 
sibly, after all. the dams may not be 
built, and that fuis one remaining 
beauty spot may te saved, for even 
now, as* I write, a dam is well under 
construction 
five miles below Ke- 


shena Falls!" 


OPPOSITION TOO LATE 


That statement was not Intended 


to be prophetic. It was based on in- 
side knowledge I had gleaned from a 
quiet investigation of the situation. 
Secret preparations had long been 
carried on by the power interests, 
aided "and abetted by connivance on 
the part of the monarch of the res- 
ervation—the man in charge of af- 
fairs.' Finally, during the early part 
of 1927, like a bolt from the blue 
sky, knowledge of the iniquitous do- 
ings of mammon became-public prop- 
erty, and the people arose in right- 
eous wrath. But- it was too late!

The press 
has. fairly.. Shown that the Indians 
are entitled to more consideration, 
and ,they are. - -But the adjustment 
of a big. estate .could not well be in- 
trusted to a child simply because 
that child happened to be-the sole 
heir. That would hardly be fair to. 
the child. And yet. with great mag- 
nanimity, the government now de- 
cides to leave the question of power 
dams on the Wolf river to the In- 
dians., knowing . Cull well tliat 'once 
th.'s stream >ls corrupted and harness- 
ed to "further line the pockets of. not 
the Indians, 
but 
a few 
• already 


wealthy capitalists, the last remain- 
ing wild and rugged beauty spot of 
eastern Wisconsin will be lost for 
all time. And it belongs to all the 
people, not to a few. 


CLAIM MISMANAGEMENT 


If the government Is so solicitous 


"or tlia welfare and rights of .the poor 
Indian, why has It .permitted for 
year's certain handling of the timber 
resources of the- reservation?

why these members have never been 
allowed a voice in the commercializ- 
ing of their millions of feet of pine 
and hardwood. If, as we say, the 
government Is so solicitous for the 
welfare of poor Lo, why has It per- 
mitted the white man to despoil their 
forests and wax rich while a steady 
loss resulted therefrom • to the t In- 
dians, and which has been charged 
to the tribal fund now held in care- 
ful custody by the government? . 


It appears that, the Indians have 


now been turned 
flatly, down by 


Secretary Wilbur and. the bureau of 
Indian affairs, in spite of their peti- 
tions to permit an audit of the books 
and accounts, of the reservation. The 
Indians claim that by 'gross misman 
agement and waste—a lenient ,way of 
expressing $helr real thoughts-Clog- 
ging operations of their timber has 


shown a great loss year after year, 
all. of which ha* been charged to 
tho tribal fund. Who made the pro- 
fit? 


The government is <"o solicitous for 


the welfare of the Indian. Why. 
".the logging operations have been 
carried on merely in order to give 
employment to them," and yet, of 
the employees at the mill at Neopit 
only thirty-five per cent are Indians. 


And right n'ow somebody has cer- 


tain government officials all fussed 
up over the building.of a logging 
railroad across the Wolf "in order to 
reach a stand of 90,000,000 feet of 
timber," which the Indiana claim a 
government cruise, 
the only ac- 


curate, places at only 81,000,00 feet, 
as still standing, and only half of 
^thls relatively' small stand Is hem- 
lode.- and that- hemlock" is logged 
at a loss to them of -ll.W to $10.00 
per. thousand feet. 


ALLEGE LOSS AT MILL 


They claim farther that the mill 


at Neopit actually lost for them from 
$21.000 to $34.000 per year during 
the last three years. 
And now the 


government has. decided,that 'the 
Indiana are-the ones-to say whether 
or "not the .Insull interests are to 
rape the Wolf river with their un- 
sightly money making dams. The 
poor Indian. How consistent of the 
government to take his part. 


The Menomlneo reservation con- 


tains 230,000. square acres. On this 
tract of land there Is yet several mil- 
lions of feet of' gtandins timber. 60 
per cent of .which consist* of hem- 
lock. .30 per cent hardwood and-ten 
per, cent white .pine. This timber 
belongs to the Indians. It is their 
rightful 
heritage. 
It was little 


enough to" give, them in exchange 
for the .white man's supremacy. 
And, 
at that, their, domains have 


been invaded;, the cream of their 
holdings exploited; and the white 
grafters have leaped • the harvest. 
And all this under the watchful and 
solicitous eye of the government. 


let's have a look at some reserva- 


tion affairs in years gone by. 
In 


1908. 
Congress enacted bill S 4046 


for the protection of I the timber on 
the reservation, and for the regula- 
tion of its marketing: 
Among oth- 


er things this bill provided that no 
contract for cutting or conducting 
any logging operations on the res- 
ervation could be let,- sublet or as- 
signed 
to'white men. 
Later-an 


amendment was - passed—S ' 3036— 
which let the white. man in on thu 
contracts, and the '.trouble -be'gan.:

For ten years previous to 1914 


the timber was cut at the rate of 
20.000.00C feet per year. 
Prior to

After 191$ indiscriminate cutting 
was allowed. It will be readily un- 
derstood what that meant—simply 
wholesale- slaughter ot the choicest 
timber with ho thoughts for the fu- 
ture. It Is not at* all difficult to con- 
ceive .upon whose] recommendations 
tho bars' were let' down, one at n 
time.

About 1904 the mill which cut the 


timber Into lumber 
was built at 


Neopit. 
Th'la 
mill stood 
twenty 


years. In 1924 it burned.and was 
rebuilt 
During its operations va- 


rlou^ managers, had charge of Its 
affairs, but the 
Indians had no 


voice in their appointments. 
These 


managers were placed in charge 
through 
political pulls. 
Not one 


possessad qualifications, and every 
new manager changed the policies all 
around, - throwing 
operations 
into 


chaos at .the expense of the rightful

And among the Indians were -in-

qualified to pilot this business suc- 
cessfully.

might make some money for them- 
selves were thit privilege Rranted. 
them. 
As 
an Inidcatlon of what 


the original •• timber might 
have 


meant to the Indians in dollars and 
cents let me say that, notwithstand- 
ing the Irregular and corrupt meth- 
ods of handling their business, the 
losing operations 
resulted in a 


tribal fund amounting to $3,000,000 
by 1908. , 


I have cited these matters as an 


indication of how much of a factor 
the Indian, himself, really is: and 
how much of a voice he has had In 
handling'his own affairs. Now, how- 
ever, the government -has suddenly 
grown magnanimous and has decided 
that not they but the Indian should 
say whether or not Insult's power 
dams are to go. onto the Wolf river. 
. The beautiful Wolf is doomed; We 
•knew, that two years ago, and we 
are not saying the Indian shouhl 
not be the,arbiter of his'own af- 
fairs, but we wonder what has caus- 
ed the sudden

caused delay in the opening of lines 
by manufacturers, a delay to order- 
Jng on the part of retailers and a de- 
lay in filling the orders. That hesi- 
tancy has now passed out the delay 
continues. 


The other factor which has mitt- 


gated against prompt production and 
delivery has been the unrest in the 
garment trade. 
Shoppers in New 


York. Chicago. Boston, Philadelphia 
and other major style centers have 
found that in many cases merchants 
have only a few model garments to 
show. They are not in a position to 
fill orders involving ranges in size, 
specifications and materials. In New 
York some of the 
leading retailers 


admit frankly today that they have

to velvet dresses. They anticipate de- 
liveries in full during 
the present 


week.

Modern Railroading Methods 


Replacing Archaic Customs 
in Russia 


• MOTCOW —(49—Russia Is improving 
her rail traiuport with what she calls 
the American program. Modern rail- 
roading methods common on even* 
lino in the United • States are re- 
placing the archaic customs by which 
trains w&re operated over the \vldc- 
gauge tracks in Czarlst times. 


Trains are now moved across the 
vast spaces of Russia and Siberia 
ty tlio dispatcher system. Until a fcv/ 
few years ago freight trains, once 
they stopped at a station, could move 
on only when the station master de- 
c(ided to let them proceed. When the 
station master had a whim or a vod- 
ka liangover, he took it out on the 
train. They had pride, the station 
masters, and didn't at all like their 
authority over engines and cars to 
bo taken away with the new fangled 
system. 


The engineers and firemen also 


had their pride wounded. In the old 
days a locomotive was assigned to 
an engineer and no one elso could 
handle It. "When an'engineer finish- 
ed his run, he put his locomotive in 
the roundhouse and here it remained 
until he took it out again. 


All that is changed. The State Ball 


road Administration tries to get as 
much uso out of the locomotives as 
it cart, and the engineer who Is at 
the throttle of No. 4172 today may 
be in the cab of 1440 tomorrow. 


There was considerable sabotage 


when this system was Introduced. 
Engineers* who looked upon certain 
locomotives as their exclusive do- 
main, took pains to see before turn 
Ing them over W others, that some' 
thing would be wrong. Many break 
downs and several wrecks were the 
result. 


The graft that existed before the 


war has also been stamped out. In 
the old days to get a car loaded 
with freight and then "set" on a 
siding, it was necessary to grease the

while "Brand" banking, has been 
curbed by,federal law. 


To the public these terms are gen-

ger and little ones are gobbled up or 
snuffed out. but to the state bank 
supervisors there Is a vast difference. 
One adds to the discomforts of his 
life and the other smoothes them 
out. 


"CHAIN" BANKS SEPARATE 
"Chain" banks are separate insti- 


tutions which are owned by a con- 
trolling 
corporation v but 
remain 


separate banks, to be examined and 
supervised separately. 


A system of "Branch" banks, on 


the other hand is one institution with 
various branches and one head office 
Centralized, It offers a comparatively 
simple problem for examining offl-, 
dais. 


Owing to Federal law which limits 


systems of branch banks to single 
states there has been during the last 
year a constantly decreasing number 
of National banks and an increasing 
tendency toward state bank chains. 
Large financial institutions have gone 
into various states, bought up inde- 
pendent banks and made them links 
in such chains. 


This development is generally de- 


plored by state bank officials, who at 
their convention here are expected t<J 
formulate resolutions asking for lib- 
eralization of the national banking 
laws to permit Intercalate branch 
banking. 
; The same problem will come in for 
thorough discussion at the American 
bankers assoication's sessions next 
week. The outcome of the debate 
there is more in the dark, as propon- 
ents and opponents of the extension 
of branch banking -among national 
bank executives are very clearly di- 
vided and hold strong viewpoints.

CORN CROP DEPENDS 


ON CARE OF SEED 


Crop Should Be Stored in 


Good Location for Drying, 
Agent Says

Next year's corn crop depends up- 


on this year's seed. Farmers in Out* 
agam!e-co may insure their future 
corn production by storing their seed 
In a good location for drying, accord- 
ing to County Agent Gus Sell. 


The windmill, haymow, or south- 


side of a barn are good example* 
of where not to store, seed com. 
Such exposure to weather and chang 
ing temperatures may be extremely 
detrimental to the quality of tha 
seed, says R. A. Moore, agronomist 
at the state university. The germin- 
ation percentage of corn which has 
not been properly dried Is often poov 
he states. 


S*ed corn ears may be kept In 


good condition by storage in a warm 
airy space which is well protected 
from the weather. Good circulation 
of air about the ears is necessary- 
To provide this circulation, the car^ 
can be hung on driers so they scarce- 
ly touch each other. 
Piling and 


crowding are underslrable. according 
to tho agronomist. 


Attics are excellent for seed corn 


storage if they arc well ventllateJ. 
Circulation of air carries away mois- 
ture which Is given off by the new 
ears with a high water content,' For 
the corn grower who sells or uses 
largo quantities of seed corn, a shod 
for seed corn is often profitable. 
These sheds are better If heat is 
provided, however, facilities for ven- 
tilation aro of primary importance, 
Moore points out. 


Hangers may be cheaply construct- 


ed from discarded woven wire. Wire 
with soldered joints must bo use]. 
The meshes can be cut with pliers, 
and the butts of the ears pierced 
with the wire.
